Claims 1-7 

The subject matters of claims 1-7 appear to be novel and to involve an inventive step. 

The subject matters of claims 1-7 are not disclosed in any of documents 1-4 cited in the ISR, and so 
appear to be novel. Particularly, the feature of a method for manufacturing high-silicate glass including a phase 
separation process of separating phases in borosilicate glass by means of thermal treatment of such glass, an 
acid-treatment process, and a sintering process, wherein borosilicate glass comprising an element among 
manganese, cerium, chromium, cobalt and copper is used for a borosilicate glass material, is not disclosed 

Incidentally, JP, 2003-3 13050, A, ([0062]-[0066] in particular), described in VI., describes (1) a method 
for manufacturing high-silicate glass including a process of separating phases in borosilicate glass comprising 
0.5 wt% Cu 2 0 by means of thermal treatment of such glass, an acid-treatment process, and a sintering process 
and (2) glass having a high-silicate layer formed on the surface by the said method.
